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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues with respect to claim 1 , see page 
8 (first full paragraph), that "neither Padovani nor Kim, either separately or in combination, teach or suggest all of the limitations set forth in 
the claims, nor has there been a clear articulation made of why the differences betweeen the prior art and the claims would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art." 

The Examiner maintains the rejection and has cited a reasoning to combine as found in Kim, i.e. advantage of more effective power control 
by using variable data rate settings in a grant message (column 4, lines 44-50). 

Applicant argues with respect to claim 1 , see page 8 (last partial paragraph), that "Kim describes determining a data transmission rate 
adjustment based on a reverse link 

load and a distance between the mobile station and the base station. Kim does not, nor is it alleged, teach sending scheduled grant 
messages". 

The Examiner maintains the rejection because Kim discloses a base station (30 of Figure 3) sending a message to a mobile station (20 of 
Figure 2) at a periodic interval (column 14, lines 25-30). The base station determines a rate limit for all mobiles after receiving a periodic 
report from a single mobile station. The message from the base station to the mobile stations sets a rate control bit that the each mobile 
station must follow when transmitting data (column 15, lines 33-36). 
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
